4. Claims 3, 4, 6-1 5, and 1 7-27 are allowed. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art was found which discloses programs that receive transaction data 
from a customer, and retrieve the customers record based on the transaction data 
including information identifying a primary account holder and at least one 
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secondary sub-account holder and determining that at least one of the account 
holders is physically present and the other account holder is present in a database. 
The prior art futher discloses transacting with the account holder that is physically 
present and determining a reward for the transaction wherein the reward is allocated 
to one or both of the account holders (Kanter: : 5,537,314, Columns 21-22). 
However, prior art was not located which discloses the requirement that both a 
primary account holder and at least one secondary sub-account holder must be 
physically present during a transaction in order to allocate a reward associated with 
the transaction. Thus, the Examiner considers the feature of requiring the physical 
presence of both a primary account holder and a secondary sub-account holder 
during the transaction as the novelty of the invention
